Some objection has been expressed 
recently to a few advertisements which 
have recently appeared in “Our Sunday 
Visitor,” and after personal examination 
of the same, the editor agrees with the 
objectors, and really thanks them for 
calling his attention to them.

We 
want our advertisements to be clean and 
as reliable as our reading matter; in fact, 
for no amount of lucre would we sacrifice 
the dignity of our om ag and lose some 
of the esteem in which the same is uni- 
versally held. 

Hereafter, all advertising will pass 
‘hrough the hands of a censor in the 
oftice of “Our Sunday Visitor,” at Hunt- 
ington, Ind. The Land Company adver- 
tisements we occeot on the word of the 
officials of the tholic Colonization 
Society, and hope tnat co vine these 
we can make no mistake.
